Gunter Lumber company 
planing 


mill fire after midnight this morn- 
ing. 


City.firemen and city and state 


police got there promptly and held 
the flames to the planing .mill—and 
saved lives by warning the crowd 
aw'.y from the main-line Missouri 
Pacific' tracks. High-voltage elec- 
tric lines, were felled when the fire 
destroyed power poles, and 
the 


tracks were charged. 


The situation was relieved when 


the municipal water & light plant 
cut the circuit in that part of Ward 
Four. 


Heat from the 
burning 
planer 


•nill and half a million board-feet 
}f lumber stacked there kept the 
:rowd back for a couple of blocks 
when the conflagration was at its 
rieight. Fortunately the wind was 
out of the north, fannig the flames 
sut across the railroad 
tracks— 


otherwise the fire might have cut 
a swath through several blocks of 
residential property.

8 o'clock— because townfolk would 
set their clocks by our whistle. We 
had some trouble with one young 
fellow at the plant because he'd for- 
get and blow the whistle late—and 
then everybody's clock would turn 
up the next day slow. * 


"Curfew .was a good idea back 


then. We'd be a better country if 
the practice were continued today.
